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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Browm, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capmble of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in toid petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cer's and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, tq promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the Limited States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wednes- 
day of June, A.D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter c«lled and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention." 


STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of TKe 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General AMcmblf of this 
state, May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 
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Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustees, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be desired by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith,” 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 

CONVENTION 

( Adopted October 22 , 1953) 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this organizatitHi shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 


ARTICLE II. PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the 
Gospel; the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches in Connecticut; to 
promote the missionary, evangelistic, and educational programs of our State and 
American Baptist Conventions; to encourage, and aid those who have been called into 
special Christian service from our Baptist churdies; to express the high moral and 
spiritual standards of our churches on public issues where moral or social standards 
arc involved; to cooperate as fully as our faith and practice will permit in the great 
ecumenical prc^ram of Christian work and service conducted by our World, National, 
and State Councils of Churches. 


ARTICLE in. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. Membership in this convention shall consist of all churches of 
Connecticut which are in accord with the purposes of the Convention as set forth in 
Article n, each such church having made a gift of record of funds to the Convention 
during the year last preceding the annual session being entitled to representation by 
its pastor and by one delegjate for leach hundred and each fraction of a hundred resi- 
dent members and for each church school connected with it; provided, however, 
that no church shall have more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Section 2. All members of the National Boards and officers of the American 
Baptist Convention residing within the State, officers of this Convention, meimbers 
of its Board of Managers, and [members of all committees appointed in accordance 
with its By-Laws; and the President of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Con- 
necticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council, and the Connecticut Bajttist Youth 
Fellowship shall be delegates, ex offido, to the sessions of this Convention, having all 
the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Annual session of the Convention shall begin on the third 
Wednesday in October of each year, but in an emergency, the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Managers may select an alternate date. 

Section 2. Special meetings may be called by the President, at the direction of 
the Board of Managers. 
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Section 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quoruaiii but any number 
shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Section 4. The annual session shall be under the control of the Ptogram Com- 
mittee, which shall have power to make arrangements for speakers, excepting the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to speakers as the diffierent 
departments of the work may require, subject to the approval of the Convention. 

Section 5. The proceedings of all meetings shall be regulated by the ac- 
cepted rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Section 6. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be the same as that of the 
American Baptist Convention. 


ARTICLE V. H.BCTIVE OFHCERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a second Vice-President, a Third Vice-President, a Treasurer who may be 
either a person or a bank, and a recording Secretary who shall be the Executive Sec- 
retly of the Convention. ■ ■ 

Section 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer, and the Recording Secre- 
tary, shall be elected for two successive terms, after which they will not be eligible 
for re-election to the same office in the succeeding year. They shall serve froim the 
close of the annual session, at which they are elected until Ithe cI,ose of the next annual 
session, or until their successors have been, chosen. The Treasurer and Recording 
Secretary shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Sedtion 3 . The duties of the officers shall be such as in common practice per- 
tain to their respective offices. 

Section 4. In the event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of Presi- 
dent, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice- 
President also becomes vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties 
of President. Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, ithe Board of 
Managers shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. 
Removal of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Section 5. Duties of Treasurer 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Conven- 
tion, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing or investing the 
same as directed by the Finance Committee, keeping separate accounts 
of the various funds of the Convention, and reporting and accounting to 
the Convention annually, and quarterly, if directed by the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

B. The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on written 
order from the Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers, counter- 
signed by the Chaii'man of the Finance Committee. 

C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention in such 
sum as the Finance Committee may require. 
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S«ction 6. Duties of Auditor. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all 
hnancial agents of the Convention annually at the end of each fiscal year and report 
to the Convention through the Finance Conunittee, or quarterly, if the Committee 
shall require. 

ARTICLE VI. ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1. An Executive Secretary, an Assistant Secretary and Director of 
Christian Education, and such additional staff as are deemed necessary for our work 
shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 2. The terms and conditions of employment of any staff members 
shall be subject to the mutual agreement of the Board of Managers and these staff 
members. 

Section 3. Duties of Executive Secretary. 

A. The Executive Secretary shall supervise the entire work of the Con- 
vention, under the authority of the Board of Managers and its Executive 
Conunittee. He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Mattagera and 
the Executive Committee, to advise concerning the work, but shall not 
have the right to vote. 

B. It shall be his duty to visit, counsel and encourage the churches, par- 
ticularly those aided by the Convention, as there shall be importunity, and 
to seek to lead them into increasing participation in the work of the 
denomination. 

C. With the authority of the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee, he may pledge financial aid to churches or missionaries. With 
the consent of the chairman of the Finance Committee, he may expend 
a sum not in excess of ^200.00 for emergency aid to churches or mission- 
aries within the Convention. 

D. He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the Board 
of Managers and the Executive Committee, and shall have charge of the 
publishing of The Connecticut Baptist. 

Section 4. Duties of the Assistant Secretary and Director of Christian Educa- 
tion. The Assistant Secretary and Director of Christian Education shall supervise the 
work and program of Christian Education within the State, and shall assist the 
Executive Secretary in other staflF duties which shall be mutually arranged between 
diem. He shall report annually to the Convention. 

Section 5. Other Staff Officers. Additional staff members shall serve under 
the direction of the Executive Secretary, subject to the terms of their employment. 

ARTICLE VII. CONVENTION COMMITTEES 

Section 1. The following Standing Committees shall be appointed each year 
to report at the next annual session: 

A. Committee on Place and Preachsr for the next session, consisting of 
five members. 
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B. Program Cctaimittee for the next session, consisting of seven, or more, 
members, including the Presidents of the Convention, Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut, the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Council, 
and the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship, the Executive Secretary of 
the Convention, and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. Committee on the Nomination of Convention Officers and Members 
of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from each asso- 
iiation, elected by the association (at their annual meetings). The mem- 
ber from the association in which the armual session of the Convention 
is to be held shall be chairman. Vacancies on the committee shall be filled 
by appointment by the President of the Convention. 

D. Committee on Enrollment for the next session, consisting of three 

members. 

E. Obituary Committee, consisting of a member from each association. 

F. Committee on Resolutions, consisting of six, or more, members re- 
presenting all the associations. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be appointed by 

the President, who shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. 


ARTICLE Vin. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all elected offi- 
cers of the Convention, and forty-five (45) additional members chosen by balloc at 
each annual session of the Convention for term of three years, and so constituted 
that the terms of fifteen of the elective members expire each year. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other than the elective offi- 
cers, shall serve for two successive terms of three years each, or a total of six years 
only, after which they shall not be eligible for election to the same office in the 
succeeding year. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, when a person, the President of the Woman’s Baptist 
Mission Society of Connecticut, the President of the Connecticut Baptist Men’s Coun- 
cil, the President of the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship, the moderators of all 
associations, the Superintendent of the Pierce Baptist Home, and such representatives 
of national societies of the American Baptist Convention as shall be appointed by 
them to serve on the Committee on Missionary Cooperation, shall be, ex officio, mem- 
bers of the Board. 

Section 4. The elective membership of the Board of Managers shall be divided 

as nearly equally as practicable between ministers, laymen, and lay women. 

Section 5. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the authority of 
the Convention when the latter is not in session unless otherwise limited by these 
By-Laws.

Section 6. Meetings of Board of Managers. 

A. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings during the year, 
as follows: one within a month after the adjournment of the annual ses- 
sion of the Convention; one tm a date in April or May, determined by it- 
self; and one on the opening day of the next annual session of the Con- 
vention. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any time, and 
shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five members of the 
Board. 

C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the Board, unless 
appropria]te excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered as creat- 
ing a vacancy. Removal of a member from the State shall automatically 
create a vacancy. The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring 
in its membership between annual sessions of the Convention. 

D. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. In his 
absence the order of ascendency to the chairinanship shall be: First Vice- 
President, Second Vice-President, Third Vice-President. If no one of these 
officers is present, the Recording Secretary shall convene the meeting which 
will proceed to elect a chairman pro tempore. Fifteen (15) members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

E. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of all its pro- 
ceedings. 


Section 7. Duties. 

A. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of the Convention 
between sessions and have supervision of all the work of the Convention. 
It shall have power to appoint all necessary administrative staff members, 
an auditor, and a treasurer who may be either a person or a bank of ap- 
proved standing, and such agents as may be needed properly to conduct 
the work of the Convention, fixing the salary of the same, and requiring 
bond of all handling money. It shall make all appropriations for the aid 
of churches, and payment of the salaries of missionaries and other workers 
in accordance with the mles laid down in these By-Laws. 

B. Authority in all financial and business matters shall rest with the Board, 
including the investment of funds, the raising and spending of money 
for the work of the Convention, and the preparation and supervision of 
an annual budget providing for the work of all departments. 

C. The Board shall act as agent of the Council on Missionary Cooperation 
of the American Baptist Gmvention for raising and remitting money in 
this State for the Unified Budget of the American Baptist Convention on 
terms to be mutually arranged. 

D. The Board shall cooperate on such terms as shall be mutually ac- 
ceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to undertake work in 
this State. 
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E. At the first meeting after the annual session of the Convention, the 
Board shall appoint the following standing committees, membership on 
which is not restricted wholly to Board members; 

1. Finance Comimittee, consisting of six members and the President 

2. Committee on Christian Education of seven or more members 

3. Publicity Committee, of five or more members 

4. Committee on City work of five or more memfsers 

5. Committee on Town and Country work, consisting as far as practic- 
able of one tnember from each association 

6. Committee on Evangelism consisting, as far as practicable, of one 
member from each association 

7. Committee on Social Action of five or more members 

8. Committe on Stewardship of five or more members 

9. Committee on Missionary Cooperation consisting of nine or more 
members. In addition to the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of 
Connecticut, each national society of the American Baptist Conven- 
tion, shall have the right to appoint one member who shall be, ex 
officio, a member of the committee. 

10. Executive Committee, consisting of seventeen or more members in- 
eluding the President, the three Vice-Presidents, the chairman of 
all standing committees of the Board, and cx-offido, the President 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut. 

F. A report of its transactions shall be made by the Board annually at 
the Convention. 

ARTICLE IX. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1 . Finance. 

A. The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the handling 
of all monies of the Convention and the investing of trust funds, subject 
to the approval of the Board of Mainagers. The Executive Secretary may 
issue orders upon the Treasurer for the payment of monies upon authoriza- 
tion of the Board or its Executive Committee. 

B. The Committee shall not permit any of the funds of the Convention 
to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, member of the Board of Man- 
agers, or any corporation or business enterprise in which any of them is 
personally interested; or permit the use or handling of permanent funds 
belonging to the Convention in any way other than authorized by the Board 
of Managers, except scholarship funds of the Convention now administered 
by the Committee on Christian Education. 

C. The Committee shall see that financial agents of the Convention 
make their reports covering the same period, 

D. The Committee shall keep accurate minutes of its business and report 
its transactions to the Board of Managers, and make such reports as may 
be requested to the Convention, in conjunction with the Treasurer’s 
statements. 
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Section 2. Committee on Christian Education. 

A. The Committee on Christian Education shall promote the work of 
Christian Education in its various phases, including Church School and 
youth activities, teacher training, church vacation schools, and all other 
lines of instruction and study included in a comprehensive and balanced 
program of Christian Education for the local church. It shall administer 
the funds formerly held by the Connecticut Baptist Educational Society. 

B. The Comjmittee shall maintain cooperation with the Board of Educa- 
tion and Publication of the American Baptist Convention. 

C. The Committee shall approve all Christian education programs before 
they may be promoted in the State in the name of the Convention. 

D. The Committee shall report to the Convention at the annual session. 


Section 3. Committee on Publicity and Public Relations. The Committee on 
Publicity and Public Relations shall have charge of the publication of The Connecticut 
Baptist, appointing a business manager and cooperating with him or her in circulating 
this journal as widely as possible. It shall undertoke also the distribution of such 
literature as will acquaint the churches with the work and needs of the Convention. 


Section -4. Corrtmittee on City Work. The Committee on Gty Work shall 
have charge of work conducted by the Convention in the city, cooperating with 
the Executive Secretary in promoting the interests of this department and reporting to 
the Convention through the Executive Secretary, and shall recommend all appro- 
priations to the Board of Managers for work to be done by churches under its super- 
vision. 


Section 5. Committee on Town and Country Work. The Committee on 
Town and Country Work shall advise with the Director of that Department on all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of churches in town and rural communities. It shaU 
investigate possibilities for new work, assist in promoting new projects and stimulate 
the total program of the Convention among the town and country churches, and 
shall recommend all appropriations to the Board of Managers for work to be done 
under its supervision. 

Section 6. Committee on Evangelism. The Committee on Evangelism sbaM 
serve as the medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the churches 
in promoting evangelism with the State. It shall seek particularly to lead in evan- 
gelistic endeavor in the churches aided by the Convention, reporting to the Conventio* 
at the annual session. 


Section 7. Committee on Social Action. The Committee on Social Action shall 

represent the Convention, subject to the direction of the Board of Managers, in 
measures of cooperation with social agencies and tlie social action departments of 
other religions organizations; and, from time to time, shall bring to the attention of 
rhe Convention causes meriting consideratioo. 
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Section 8. The Committee on Stewardship. 

A. The Committee on Stewardship shall serve as the means through which 
the convention shall promote the idea of Christian Stewardship (among 

the churches of the Convention) as "the practice of systematic and propor- 
tionate giving of time, abilities and material possession, based on the 
conviction that these are a trust from God to be used in His service and 
for the benefit of all mankind.” 

B. The Committee shall maintain a close cooperation with the Depart- 
ment of Stewardship of the Council on Missionary Cooperation of the 
American Baptist Convention for the purpose of using the many re- 
sources of literature, drama, visual aids and publicity which are at our 
disposal. 

C. The Committee shall cooperate with the Committees on Missionary 
Cooperation and Publicity whenever the need becomes necessary that, 
in the work of our Convention, we may practice Christian stewardship. 


Section 9. Committee on Missionary Cooperation, The Committee on Mis- 
sionary Cooperation, subject to the authority of the Board of Managers, shall direct 
the cooperative relationship of the Convention with the Council on Missionary Coop- 
eration of the American Baptist Convention, and all work arising therefrom com- 
monly embraced under the head of promotion, according to the terms of agreement 
with the Council on Missionary Cooperation, rendering annually to the Conventiwi 
and the Council such reports as may be required. 


Section 10. Executive Committee. 

A. The Executive Committee shall meet twice yearly, in December or 
January, and in June or July, and shall hold special meetings, whenever 
necessary, at the call of the President. It shall transact all business arising 
between meetings of the Board of Managers and pass on all applications 
for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; provided, however, that 
no contract or agreement made by the committee shall remain in force 
beyond the time of the next ineeting of the Board of Managers, unless ap- 
proved by the Board, except in matters which have been referred to it with 
power. It shall make a full report of all transactions to the Board of Man- 
agers. Seven (7) members shall constitute a quorum. 

B. All standing committees named in this article shall keep accurate 
and complete records of their proceedings in permanent form and make 
reports to the Board of Managers when necessary. 

Section 11. Committee on Reorganization of the Board of Managers. Within 
one week after the annual election of members to the Board of Managers, the Presi- 
dent shall name a cotmmittee of five members from the Board who, together with 
the Executive Secretary, shall organize the committees of the Board of Managers, 
naming the personnel and the chairman of each committee. They shall report at 
the first regular meeting of the Board following the annual election. 
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ARTICLE X. COMMISSION ON RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH 

ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, each year, the number of delegates required to 
represent the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches, and these dele- 
gates shall constitute' a commission of the Convention in matters relating to out 
cooperation with this organization, and other denominational or ecumenical church 
bodies. In all matters requiring a commitment of the Convention, final approval 
shall be given by the Board of Managers or the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE XI. RULES GOVERNING APPROPRIATIONS 

Section 1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quarterly 
reports to the Board through the Executive Secretary. All appropriations to churches 
shall be made quarterly, and no applications for aid will be considered until the 
report of the churches has been received. Quarterly reports must be sent in during 
the first weeks in October, January, April, and July. 

Section 2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to churches 
only when such churches have settled pastors, when they have made, within the 
year preceding, a contribution toward the Unified Budget of the ALmerican Baptist 
Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board of Managers that their 
methods of raising funds are systematic and adapted to obtaining the largest possible 
support from their local constituencies. 

Section 3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the judg- 
ment of the Board of Managers the pastor or the church is not considered worthy of 
such aid. It is, therefore, required that any church without a pastor applying for 
aid shall confer with the Executive Secretary before the choice and settlement of a 
pastor. 

Section 4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward the 
erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan by the Board of Man- 
agers shall have been obtained; and in all cases where such appropriations amount to 
^500.00, or more, the church or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a 
deed of trust of the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time 
as the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the property. 


ARTICLE XII. STATE PERMANENT COUNCIL 

Section 1. There shall be a State Permanent Council consisting of nine mem- 
bers appointed by the President of the Convention for three years, and so far as 
practicable, representing all the associations, and so constituted that the terms 
of one-third of the members shall expire annually. Three members of the Council 
shall be laymen and the Executive Secretary of the Convention shall be, ex officio, 
a member. The chairman of the Council shall be named aimually by the President of 
the Convention. 
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Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Council to invite candidates for ordina- 
tion to review the standards of ordination of both the Baptist State Miniters' Coun- 
cil, and the American Baptist Ministers’ Council. When requested to do so by any 
pastor or church group of this Convention, it shall send representatives to confer 
on matters relating to the relationships of pastors and congregations or on matters 
pertaining to the relationship of the Church to the Convention. 


ARTICLE Xin. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed by a three-fourths vote 
of the delegates present, and voting, provided that the alteration, amendment, or 
repeal is recommended by the Board of Managers, or notice of such change is sub- 
mitted to the churches in writing three months prior to the annual session of the 
Convention, at which such proposed change will be presented.

We have pleasure in presenting this annual report which is in- 
clusive of the departments and committees of the Board of Managers. 
Also stapled with the Board’s report are the reports of all the other 
interests that go to make up the total life and work of the Convention. 


WHAT IS THE CONVENTION YEAR? 

The problem of synchronizing our denominational year has not 
been completely resolved but we are making progress on both the Na- 
tional and State Convention levels. We appreciate the patience and 
cooperation of those who have to make up the financial and statistical 
tables for the Associations and the Conventions. When the American 
Baptist Convention changed to the calendar year State Conventions 
adjusted to that time schedule. However, the annual meetings have 
remained the same, the A.B.C. meeting in May or June and the Con- 
vention meeting in October. For the present the best we can do is to 
conform to the calendar year in fiscal and numerical reports while 
continuing to report activities from October to October. 

Appended hereto and on file in the oflSce are audited copies of the 
treasurer’s report. The 1957 Year Book gives a detailed record of the 
missionary giving of the churches. 


OUR TRUST FUNDS 

1. The Hartford National Bank and Trust Company serves as the 
Convention’s treasurer under the direction of the Finance Committee. 
The 1957 report is reassuring. The funds entrusted to the Convention 
are wisely and efiiciently administered. The fund has been increased 
through the wills of far sighted, loyal Baptists. Also investments have 
yielded well during the past year. 

2. OUR WORLD MISSION “TRUST FUND.’’ It is human to 
limit our “trust” thinking to banks and brokers and to evaluate our 
assets in terms of interest yield, etc. We need to realize that every- 
thing we own — little or much — is a commitment from God “in trust.” 
The Baptist World Mission (represented by the Unified Budget) is one 
of the “gilt edge” Kingdom investments. V^ile we seek encouragement 
in our record of increased giving over the past eighteen years, we do 
find a subduing fact in that our giving has actually decreased if meas- 
ured by the changed quality of the dollar. 


LOCAL CHURCH "TRUSTS" 


It has been most heartening to note the seriousness with which 
many of our churches have accepted the trust offered through the ac- 
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celerated birth rate. Children are among our priceless assets and 
churches across the State and the Nation are responding to the chal- 
lenge to provide more adequately for religious education, wholesome 
recreation, and worship. One of the choice phases of the Secretary’s 
work during the past twelve months has been participation in services 
of dedication of church buildings. 

In connection with local church trusts we feel that this report should 
call attention to pastors’ salaries. In a real sense the pastor is a part 
of the “trust fund” of a local church. The recent widely publicized re- 
port on Protestant pastors’ salaries in the U. S. A. put New England 
almost at the bottom of the list. 


THE, TASK "IN TRUST" 

The work of the Convention is a Sharing Trust. The entire pro- 
gram has been strengthened through the loyal participation of the com- 
ponent organizations. The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society, the Lay- 
men’s Council, Ministers’ Council, and B.Y.F. all have furthered ex- 
cellent programs which in turn have contributed invaluably to an ex- 
cellent year in the Convention. 

We shall continue to regard as one of our choice assets the sense 
of belonging to the larger family. The Convention is in loving fellow- 
ship with the American Baptist Convention. We are indebted to our 
national officers for their cooperation at the State level. The Field 
Activities Department has responded to the limit of its financial and 
personnel resources in providing speakers for us. In the persons of 
Rev. Newton E. ’Woodbury and Rev. Ralph R. Rott we have s 5 unbols of 
co-trusteeship in the program of the Council on Missionary Cooperation. 


EXPANDING TRUSTS 

In addition to the continuing Lay Development Program we have, 
by the unanimous vote of the Board of Managers, accepted the Trust of 
the Baptist Jubilee Advance and the Christian Higher Education Chal- 
lenge. The B.J.A. is the five year evangelistic program involving six 
Baptist denominations on the North American continent. The CHEC 
venture has as one objective the gathering of $7,500,000 to serve our 
Baptist institutions: schools, colleges, and seminaries. These objectives 
should challenge us to a new high in trusteeship. 


NEW FIELDS FOR INVESTMENT 

A news flash reports that the Church of the Assemblies of God 
is the fastest growing denomination in the land, with 10,000 churches 
located in all the states of the U. S. A. Their goal is to continue the 
practice of organizing on an average of a church a day. This is no time 
for “sour grapes” alibis. Baptists have as much responsibility-opportum- 
ty as any other communion and, we believe, a great heritage to maintain 
and a gospel to proclaim. “New occasions teach new duties.” Every 
Baptist should read a recent book entitled “The Exploding Metropolis.” 
The city is erupting but so is the rural community. We bring to the 
program this year another joint presentation of the City and Town and 
Country Committees with a representative of the State Redevelopment 
Commission to stimulate our thinking and perhaps to precipitate a 
challenge. 
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THE NEW HOME "IN TRUST" 

More than a decade ago prayers were answered when a Home For 
Aging Baptists was offered the Convention. We rejoice in the increas- 
ing ministry of the Pierce Memorial Baptist Home. Then came the 
quest for a camp to minister to our youth. Again our prayers were 
answered in Camp Wightman. We trust that the Hand of God also was 
in the acquirement of the new office home at 100 Bloomfield Avenue 
Hartford. A report of a special committee will bring more detailed 
inforznation. We are sure that the Convention will want to express its 
gratitude to the Central Church, Hartford, for its fraternal generosity 
in providing “a roof over our heads” since 1926. Also we congratulate 
Central on its recent action which makes our removal from the Central 
building more imperative. This “Inner-City Church” has voted not to 
retreat from Main Street but rather to lengthen its cords and strengthen 
its stakes to minister to the changing conditions of the inner-city. 


PERSONAL TRUSTS 

On behalf of the Board we would record our appreciation for the 
faithful and efficient service rendered by those who do the clerical work 
in the Convention office. The Convention in session will want to express 
its appreciation of their faithful trusteeship. 


THE STAFF 

Rev. Major L. Johnson joined the staff May 1. No “breaking in” 
period was necessary. His long term of service as a pastor in Con- 
necticut and his intimate relationship with the Convention provided 
him well for responsibilities on the staff. Already you have been made 
aware of the impending resignation of Mr. Clark. Ed has placed us in 
his debt, notably as the architect and builder of Camp Wightman. As 
in the case of his predecessor, Mr. Tuller, we yield in confidence to his 
judgment. We have no right to “restrain him whom God has called.” 
The Convention will want to express appreciation of the Service of our 
Convention President, the Vice Presidents, and all who have been asso- 
ciated with them in the life and work of the Convention. 

While we rejoice and are grateful for the preservation of the lives 
of the members of the Board during the year, we nevertheless bow in 
sorrow over the death of two beloved former members of the Board who 
in their time gave a faithful account of their trusteeship. Rev. J. Melvin 
Prior, D.D., 1938-1953, and Mrs. William B. Lawson, 1945-1954. 


OUR PERPETUAL TRUST 

As we foregather in this splendid church for the 135th annual 
meeting of the Convention, we would call attention to a historical item 
appearing on page two, column one of the current (October) issue of 
“The Connecticut Baptist.” We rejoice in the physical improvement 
to the property and the attending evidences of spiritual growth. We 
salute in fraternal spirit the pastor and his church and pray that our 
annual meeting may bring mutual and abiding blessing. “We rededicate 
ourselves to Jesus Christ as Lord and Savior and call our entire de- 
nomination to the common task of sharing the whole Gospel with the 
whole world.”

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


M. Edward Clark. Director 


A “last” report calls for a somewhat fuller coverage and summa- 
tion than might otherwise be the case. You will allow me, then, the 
privilege of not only reviewing the events of the year just past but of 
making mention of the longer period for which it has been nay privilege 
to serve as your Assistant Secretary and Director of Christian Educa- 
tion. 


First of all, let me say that these eight years have been full and 
happy ones for me and for the others of the Clark family. And I 
think it not presumptuous to say that while I have grown grayer and 
larger in girth, I have also grown mentally and spiritually. No doubt 
the latter two conditions have been made possible through the friendly 
associations which I have had with Dr. Terrell and the other members 
of the staff as well as with those of you who have served on the Board 
of Managers and in the churches of the State. 

During the eight years I suppose that there have been two or three 
major developments that will continue to influence the life of the Con- 
vention for some time to come. In point of historical sequence these are: 

1. The Development of the Camp and the Camping Program 

2. The Year of Baptist Achievement 

3. Our growing interest in Student Work. 

The development of the Camp and the camping program is, I 
suppose, becoming an old story. In looking through my eight ^reports 
to the Board of Managers I find that the Camp has appeared in every 
one of them. It would be belaboring the obvious to say that this has 
consumed a considerable portion of the time of the Director of Christian 
Education over the past eight years. However, it has been the dedica- 
tion of a large number of people to the task of developing the Camp 
that has transmuted the hope for our own camp property, plus $10,000 
of World Mission Crusade funds, into 200 acres at Wightman with 17 
buildings and adequate camping resources. The physical aspects, alone, 
of the Camp development have been prodigious and many have made 
it a labor of love of their hands, hearts, and prayers. One cannot re- 
frain from mentioning the name of Samuel Cathcart of Jewett City who 
has given much of his time and talents as a carpenter to the develop- 
ment of the Camp. 

As remarkable as the physical developments of the property may 
be, they have been matched by the development of the camping pro- 
gram. This development began in the days of O. P. Campbell, continued 
through the administration of Ed Tuller and has reached a fuller 
fruition since the purchase of our own site. Since the summer of 1955 
at least one new camp has been added to the summer program each 
year until we now have three camps in the Children’s Division, three in 
the Youth Division, and one in the Adult Division. 

Before our camp was available for full use we had approximately 
325 in our summer program. Now we are rxmning just a little below 
600. The latter figure does not include the number of men who attend 
the Pastors’ Retreat, the Laymen’s Seminar and Retreat, or the week- 
end groups who use the Camp in the spring and fall. 
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This expansion of the program has made necessary the expansion 
of the volunteer staff by more than double. We have discovered, too, that 
more adequate training of camp counselors makes for a more adequate 
program. Thus our training program now includes three major train- 
ing opportunities for counselors before they take the responsibility of a 
group of boys or girls. 

We now have very fine camp facilities. They are of value in terms 
of Christian growth and commitment only when these facilities are 
matched by the highest quality of Christian leadership. We have made 
a good beginning but certainly we can improve greatly in the years 
to come. 

2. The Year of Baptist Achievement came at a very strategic 
time in the history of our Christian Education work. For a number of 
complicated reasons our church schools had been in an extended period 
of decline. 

Suffice it to say that the Year of Baptist Achievement stimulated 
interest in Christian Education across our State and across our whole 
American Baptist Convention and can be cited as at least one of the 
causes of an upswing in our church schools across the State. 

The Y.B.A. has also left us a heritage in terms of organizational 
structure, and a common pattern of work for which we can be thankful. 
We now have functioning Christian Education Committees in each of the 
six Associations as well as fimctioning sub-committees in our State 
Committee of Christian Education. For example, the State Committee 
on Missionary and Stewardship Education is sponsoring a “School of 
Missions Workshop” to be held on November 15 at the First Baptist 
Church of New Haven. And the various Association committees have 
sponsored Demonstration Days in five areas of the State. 

The Y.B.A. has also helped us to recognize a mi nimum of five 
areas of concern in our education program: Children’s Work, Youth 
Work, Adult Work, Leadership Education, and Missionary and Stew- 
ardship Education. Here is a pattern that can be, and I think should 
be, followed from the smallest to the largest churches and from the 
grass roots to our national leaders in Philadelphia. 

Another year of emphasis with a program comparable in magni- 
tude to Y.B.A. will be coming to us in 1960-61 as a part of the Baptist 
Jubilee Advance. It can be hoped that this will accomplish the many 
fine things for which it is being designed. It is quite probable, too, 
ttiat it will strengthen the effectiveness of the organization in each local 
church, association, and in the state. 

“The fields are white unto harvest” and I am encouraged to be- 
lieve that we may yet reap bountifully for the Kingdom if we will but 
continue to train our leaders and wage an offensive with attractive 
vital programs. 

3. In the area of Student Work only a part of the groundwork 
has been laid. 

For a number of years we have tried to foUow the pattern of having 
a State Counselor for Students and Service Persoimel, with a like person 
in each Association and in each local church. This program continues, 
but the increasing number of Baptist students in our colleges suggests 
some additional action. 

Nationally we are on the threshold of the CHEC program. As a 
contribution to this nation-wide effort, we in Connecticut will be asked 
to raise $213,184 over a three- year period beginning in the fall of 1959. 
This will be a great help, along with that raised by other states, to our 
colleges and seminaries across the land who will share in the program 
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and, while none of them are located on Connecticut soil, it goes without 
saying that Connecticut sends many yoxmg men and women to these 
institutions as students. A sizable portion of the total amoimt will be 
allocated to student work on college campuses. 

You will recall that the Board of Managers discussed, and, I think, 
voted to add $30,000 to this Connecticut figure which amount is to be 
used for the construction of a Baptist Student House in Connecticut and 
perhaps serve also as the residence for a Baptist Student Secretary in 
the State. I am not sure what steps may have been taken or ought to 
be taken to implement this proposal, but I am persuaded that it has 
real merit and hope that it will not fall by the wayside. 

In accordance with the concern which we share in this area, we have 
recently added a part-time worker to the Convention staff in the person 
of Roy Rutherford. Mr. Rutherford is giving ten hours a week to 
discovering who and how many Baptist students are attending our col- 
leges. What he finds will be of significance as we plan for student work 
for the years ahead. 

At an earlier meeting of the Board a report was made in regard to 
the cooperative ^ort being proposed at the University of Connecticut. 
While you have expressed general approval of this plan, it is likely that 
within the next few months you will be asked to take specific action and, 
if you decide to share in the program, name our Baptist representatives 
to a Board of Directors who will have the over-all responsibility of the 
student program at Storrs. The hitch here, of course, is money. The 
financial aspects of it, however, should not be insurmountable in view 
of what can be expected from CHEC and some possible help from our 
Board of Christian Higher Education. Mr. David Woodyard, who is 
now doing the student work at Storrs, is a Baptist and is most anxious 
to help our student program there and in other areas of the State in 
any way he can. 

This whole area of Student Counseling and Student Work does not 
stand by itself as an unrelated program which someone or other thinks 
would be nice to do. It is of strategic importance and related to the 
future of our denomination. For what happens in the Convention will 
be determined largely by the kind of leadership we have in the pulpit 
and in the pews. Certainly it ill behooves us to invite the loss of our 
best educated young people by our neglect of them while they are in 
school. There is an old saying that “it takes money to make money.” 
The money which we need to invest in a broad student program will 
probably not “make money” but I am persuaded that it will pay rich 
dividends for our denomination in the years ahead. 

The Chairman of the Christian Education Committee has reported 
more fully on the work for the year just past so I will not review these 
activities here. 

In closing my report I would like to express my most sincere ap- 
preciation to the Board of Managers and to those whom you represent 
for allowing me to be associated with you for these eight years. I have 
worked more closely, of course, with one of the committees of the Board 
(Christian Education) than with any other group. In the time I have 
been with the Convention, this Committee has had only two chairmen, 
the Rev. Alvin D. Johnson and Mrs. Horace Gale, the present chair- 
man. Both these people have my heartiest thanks and eternal gratitude. 
The Camp Trustees have also been blessed with excellent leadership in 
the persons of Alvin D. Johnson, Keimeth M. Cooper, and Walter E. 
Wood. Everett G. Patterson has served as treasurer of the Camp since 
its incorporation and it is no small task to handle the bookkeeping for 
such an extended operation. All these people have my sincere thanks 
as I am sure they have yours as well. It is not out of order, I think, to 
express appreciation also to the several secretaries who have shared the 
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work in the Convention office during the time I have been there: Mrs. 
Robert Hunter, Mrs. Robert McCime, Miss Louise Hesse, Mrs. Roger 
Dolan, Mrs. Charles Smith, Miss Betty Jo Grimm, and Mrs. John 
Neubert. All of them have rendered service beyond the call of duty. 

My hope is that you will give to my successor the same kind of 
support and cooperation that you have given to me and that he or she 
in turn may find the work as enjoyable as it has been to me.

DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONARY COOPERATION 

Wm. Sale Terrell. Director 

This report is of necessity divided chronologically into two parts: 

(1) the financial report for the Convention calendar year 1957, and 

(2) a progress report covering the current year 1958, January 1 — 
September 30. 

1. Resume of the 1957 report: 112 churches gave $163,882.98. This 
represents an increase of $1,435.01 or 1% over the previous year. The 
accepted goal for 1957 was $160,000. The goal was passed by $3,882.98. 

2. Progress report: The October Connecticut Baptist accompany- 
ing this report covers comparable figures 1957-58 for the first eight 
months, January 1 — August 31. According to the record we were at 
that date 2% ahead of last year or $96,009.48 for ’58 against $94,374.65 
for ’57. 


LATER 

We are now able to bring the figures up to September 30, nine 
months. We now stand at $109,440.01 for 1958 against $105,881.52 for 
1957, ahead by $3,558.49 or 3%. We need to remember that our ac- 
cepted goal is $176,000. As of this date we are $22,560 behind the goal.

The reports of the churches of the Connecticut Baptist Convention 
for the year 1957 reveal that 89 churches lost 369 members by death. 
These statistics call us to remember humbly our own mortality and 
frailty and, at the same time, our commimion in the eternal Cmnrch 
with all the saints who from their labors rest. Mortality, human weak- 
ness. and the limitations of time and space distract our worship and 
mpede our work. Freed from all restrictions, they work and worship 
in the immediate presence of our God. 

“Therefore are they before the throne of God, 

and serve Him day and night within His temple; 
and He who sits upon the throne will shelter them with His 
presence. 

They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more; 
the sun shall not strike them, nor any scorching heat. 

For the Lamb in the midst of the throne will be their shepherd, 
and he will guide them to springs of living water; 

And God will wipe away every tear from their eyes.” 

(Revelation 7:15-17) 

Many of those whom we have lost were not known beyond the limits 
of their own churches and communities; they belong to the innumerable 
company of unsung saints whose quiet lives of common goodness have 
b^n the bulv^ark of the Christian community. Others were known more 
widely, and it seems fitting, because of their leadership in the affairs 
of the Baptist family in Connecticut, to mention the following, who have 
died since the last session of the Convention: 


Mrs. Katherine E. Kirby 

Mrs. Katherine E. Kirby, widow of the Reverend Cromwell P. 
Kirby, died January 12, 1958 at the age of 80. She was born in Wigan, 
England, and had lived in Bristol for a number of years. She was a 
member of the Bristol Baptist Church and was well known by the 
Baptist women of Coimecticut. She had served as President of the 
Hartford Association of Baptist Women and also as Chairman of De- 
votions and Fellowship in the Connecticut Baptist Woman’s Missionary 
Society. 


J. Melvin Prior 

Rev. J. Melvin Prior, D.D. was born at Kewanee, Illinois October 9, 
1904 and diesi at Orange City, Florida, March 18, 1958. Dr. Prior held 
A.B. and D.D. degrees from Kalamazoo College (Mich.) and B.D. from 
Andover Nevdion Theological School. His Connecticut pastorates were 
First, Bridgeport 1936-1942, Central, Hartford 1942-1947, Second, Suf- 
field 1947-1954. Dr. Prior was a member of the Board of Managers 
1938-1953.

Mrs. Ruth B. Lawson, wife of William B. Lawson, died at her home 
in Hartford, September 30, 1958. She was a member of the Board of 
Managers 1945-1954. For twenty years Mrs. Lawson served as Treas- 
urer of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut and at the 
time of her death was President of the Women’s Board of the Pierce 
Memorial Baptist Home.

The Baptist Youth Fellowship had a very active and successful 
program for the year 1957-58. The BYF Coimcil met once a month un- 
der the counsel of the Rev. M. Edward Clark, State Director of Christian 
Education. 

The Council helped to promote the SOS Program, BYF Vesper 
Day, Eind Youth Sunday in the local churches and has and will con- 
tinue to help the Associations do more and better work, thus strengthen- 
ing the connection between the State, Association, and local BYF’s. 

Workshops on Christian Fellowship were held in each Association 
sponsored by the State Council with leadership from the Council. 

The BYF yi^r opened in October with the Aimual Banquet held 
in connection with the Connecticut Baptist State Convention.

A 
great many of our younger youth attended and had a wonderful time 
with some of our best leaders in Coimecticut. 

The Annual BYF Convention was held this year in Waterbury on 
May 10. One hundred and sixty-seven young people and advisors at- 
tended, representing twenty-eight churches, for inspiration and fellow- 
ship. The theme, “Vocations With a Christian Purpose” was brought 
to light through the challenging messages of Dr. Herbert Gezork and 
Dr. Charles E. (“Chuck”) Boddie. Elections were held and the oflBcers 
elected are as listed above. 

Eighty-two Senior High Young People were present at the Senior 
High Leadership Conference held at Camp Wightman, June 22 - July 3. 
This year 164 first-series credit cards were awarded. Four of our youth 
attended the World Conference of Baptist Young People held in Toronto. 
Connecticut was also represented at the Student Conference and the 
Older Youth Conference at Green Lake and at the Northfield and Ocean 
Park Conferences. Four of our yoxmg people are registered as Timoth- 
ians, those who are interested in preparing for full-time Christian 
Service. 

Plans for the coming year, 1958-59 include a Citizenship Workshop 
in each Association, our annual BYF Banquet held in Bridgeoort, a 
Thanksgiving-time Training Conference for local BYF Officers and Ad- 
visers, Jrmior High Jamborees, and our Annual BYF Convention.

During the past year we have had some rather abrupt changes in 
our schedule. After election of officers at our Annual Convention Ban- 
quet in October, we held our first Council meeting in November with the 
purpose of determining just what our program should include. 

It soon became evident that one of the important areas of gro^h 
which needed exploring was a closer tie with our counterpart, the Min- 
isters’ Council. To develop better understanding between us it was felt 
that a Pastor-Layman Seminar was a must. After much discussion it 
was decided to schedule this in May and to hold our Retreat in the 
fall. With full cooperation of the Ministers’ Council, a joint committee, 
with Everett G. Patterson as Chairman, was appointed and began to 
lay plans for the Seminar.

Although this was just short of 
our goal in attendance, we exceeded our goal in number of churches 
participating. 

We mailed out evaluation blanks to ascertain some of the results of 
our efforts. The returns were enthusiastic and we hope this will form 
the foundation upon which future Seminars will bring a profound growth 
in understanding and in Christian fellowship between Pastors and Lay- 
men. I would indeed be remiss in reporting if I did not mention the 
wonderful inspiration afforded by Dr. Alfred H. Boutweil. His two 
messages provided the high points of our Seminar and we are indeed 
grateful to him. 
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With Everett Patterson as Chairman, our Retreat Committee laid 
plans for our Retreat with the theme “Finding God Anew.” It was 
convened at Camp Wightman, September 13 and 14, with attendance 
of one hundred and one. Although not one of our best attended Retreats, 
we had the unusually large number of eighty-four spending the night 
and remaining for the whole Retreat. The spirit was one of dedication 
and we trust many did indeed find God anew. 

Our State Council was represented at both the Eastern Area Con- 
ference and the Green Lake Conference of American Baptist Men. 

As a member of the Lay Development Team, it was my privilege to 
participate in the training sessions of the Men’s Fellowship Workshop 
Program. 

The National program is evolving under the general headings of 
Fellowship, Growth, and Action to provide the way in which Laymen 
may be led to a more vital relationship with God. It is the prayerful 
hope of our Council that we may be used to assist in this growth through 
a more dynamic and inspirational program.

The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut has had 
a busy and rewarding year under the able and consecrated leadership of 
the president, Mrs. Oscar H. Kahl, assisted by the oflficers and chairmen 
of the various divisions of missionary work, all of whom worked dili- 
gently, as evidenced by the following accomplishments. 


During the year several profitable training days were held in the 
Associations under the auspices of the Division of Christian Training. 
The women of the churches assisted enthusiastically in White Cross 
work, sending 94 boxes, 108 packages, and 1 barrel to missionaries at 
home and abroad, and also a total of 3292 pounds of clothing to Mather 
School.

The Annual meeting in May, held in the Stratford Baptist Church, 
was well attended. Mrs. Addison Truxton, missionary on furlough 
from Thailand, was the special missionary speaker of the occasion. 

The 31st annual House Party was held June 5 and 6 at the Hart- 
ford Seminary Foundation with the largest full time attendance to date. 
The first day was devoted to program planning with conference periods 
and program demonstrations conducted by each Division. Special 
speakers were Mrs. James K, Romeyn, Devotional leader. Miss Ruth 
Carr, missionary at Santa Ana, El Salvador, Mrs. Erich Bambey, Presi- 
dent of the German Baptist Woman’s League, and Mr. C. Stanton 
Gallup, recently returned from a visit to the foreign mission fields. 

A highlight of the occasion was the presentation of a special of- 
fering of $2,355, to be divided equally between the Pierce Memorial 
Baptist Home and Camp Wightman.

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PIERCE MEMORIAL BAPTIST HOME

We have had a very fine year at the Pierce Home, your Home in 
BrooMyn. The Home is filled to capacity ^ which is twenty-five, with 
many on the waiting list. The Buildiiig Expansion Fund grows slowly 
with $1,177.50 added this past year, this being one-half of the special 
offering received at the House Party of the Woman’s Baptist Mission 
Society. There is now a total of $5,599.59 in this fund. We pray that 
much more will he added so that we can start planning for another wing. 


A gift of 185 shares of Virginia Electric and Power Co. stock was 
received from Mrs. Mahel Spicer of Noank. Gifts have been received 
from 28 churches, 13 of which sent it through the Institutional Budget, 
and from 14 church organizations. Forty-six churches took part in the 
canned goods collection which was the largest ever received: 4,098 cans, 
304 packages, 115 jars of jelly, 385 bars of soap, 45 packages of soap 
powder, and $166.35. This is a wonderful help on the food budget. The 
first donation for 1958 has already been received. The Mother’s Day 
appeal brought a generous response, almost $1,000 more than last year. 
Everyone will have to work hard on these two projects in order to con- 
tinue to go forward. 


The Women’s Board has been active; bath room equipment pur- 
chased and a cabinet to store the mimeograph plates. The Third An- 
nual Meeting was held September 25 with 75 members present. At pres- 
ent there are 147 members representing 65 churches. 

The sprinkling system, required by law, is nearly completed. 
This will not be as expensive as was first thought. A tank has been 
placed in the basement and it can be filled from the present water 
supply. This summer two air-conditioning units were installed in the 
new wing. We have a very fine staff of Christian women all working 
and catering to the comforts and needs of the residents. 

We have lost two members of our family, Mrs. Fred Witting of 
Hartford, who was called to her heavenly home, and Mrs. William Hill 
who moved to Vermont. Mrs. Pearl Temple, Plainville and Mr. Charles 
Gowen of Brooklyn are the new members. 

The ministers have been most helpful and co-operative and have 
conducted our Sunday worship. Rev. Fred Trevorrow, Rev. John Zend- 
zian. Rev. E. Story Hildreth, and Rev. Alfred W. Jones were the regular 
ministers who took one Sunday each month. When Mr. Trevorrow 
moved from East Killingly Rev. Howard Jensen came. When Mr. Zend- 
zian moved. Rev. Lloyd Workman took his place. We have not, at the 
present time, secured anyone to take Mr. Jensen’s place as he, too, 
has moved. Rev. Ivanhoe McColliun and Rev. Earl Robinson have sup- 
plied. Mr. Jones also gives pastoral and spiritual help to the sick and 
any who seek it. Any pastor who is willing to preach at any time we 
would be most happy to hear. The time will be at their convenience. 
This is an important service you can render. There is so much yet to 
do. We ask your prayers that we may continue to go forward in this 
important work.

Statement of Income

Minutes 

The 134th annual meeting of the Ashford Baptist Association was 
held at the Stafford Baptist Church, Sunday, September 29, 1958. The 
meeting was opened with devotions by Rev. Lloyd T. Workman, East 
Killingly. He gave a thought provoking message, text Rev. 2:1. 

In the absence of the moderator and vice-moderator the clerk 
called for nominations from the floor. Rev. Earl Robinson of Willimantic 
was elected moderator for the day. Rev. John Swetnam, pastor of the 
host church welcomed the Association and gave an interesting history 
of the Stafford Church which has recently been redecorated and restored.

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of the Missionary and Stewardship Committee had moved from the 
association there was no report. Mr. Nelson Harger reported on the 
Christian Education Committee which in addition to Association meet- 
ings had attended state meetings and held conferences and demonstra- 
tion meetings. Joseph Blanchette, Putnam, president of the Ashford 
Men’s Fellowship, reported one supper meeting. In the absence of Mrs. 
Hopkins, Mrs. Ruth Lovejoy reported for the Women’s Association. 
Miss Anna Horton told of the interesting program when Mrs. Stanton 
Gallup presented an intimate picture of the mission fields she had visited. 


The proposed Amendment to change Article 4 in the By-laws to read 
Assistant Clerk-Treasurer which was presented in 1957 was adopted. 

Mr. Lee Pyne made a motion that the dates of Association Letters 
be changed to bring them up to date. After some discussion this was 
tabled to be brought up later. A letter from the Ministers’ Council re- 
garding money to send ministers to Green Lake was introduced. 


Dr. Wm. Sale Terrell spoke for the Convention and stressed the 
need for closer cooperation and fellowship between the Arnerican Baptist 
Convention, the State Convention and the local Association. He urged 
support of American Baptist projects and the Baptist Jubilee Advance. 
The State Convention will be held October 15, 16, 17 at the First Church, 
Bridgeport. Dr. Terrell reported the new office headquarters should be 
ready soon after the annual Convention since the rewiring and redecorat- 
ing was progressing. Rev. Ralph R. Rott was introduced and spoke on 
the CHEC program which has been organized to support Christian 
schools and encourage young people to train for Christian service.

2. The Association Committees to have a closer relatio^hip with 
the individual member churches. Tie in local Committees with 
State Committees. List names and addresses of all officers, 
chairmen’s and committee members. Every inernber church 
is entitled to ask for assistance from the Association Commit- 
tees whenever the need arises. 

3. Recommended that the following Committees be discontinued 
until such time as we have need for them: City Committee; 
Promotion; and Publicity. 

4. It was voted to contribute $25.00 to State Evangelism Com- 
mittee to help send a man to Green Lake this year. The State 
chairman also asked that the State Convention would like to 
have each Association send one representative to Green Lake 
each year, starting next year. 

5. To have the Finance Committee send out statements to all 
churches reminding them of their obligations to the Association. 

6. To have the Finance Committee propose a budget each year for 
the following Committees: Christian Education, Evangelism 
and Social Service. A nominal sum was voted for next year; 
$40.00 for Christian Education; $40.00 for Evangelism; and 
$10.00 for Social Service. It was also voted that the Committee 
has the right to appeal to Finance Committee for more funds 
if necessary. 

7. That the Moderator be allowed .074 a mile travel expense 
when doing Association business. 

The Moderator, through the pastor Rev. David Craig, welcomed 
the Mt. Moriah Baptist Church of Hartford into the membership of 
the Association. 

Best wishes were expressed to Rev. M. Edwa^ Clark who is leav- 
ing the Connecticut Baptist Convention and going into teaching. 


Dr. Wm. Sale Terrell, Executive Secretary, conducted the Connecti- 
cut Baptist Convention period, assisted by Rev. M. Edward Clark, Rev. 
Major L. Johnson, and Rev. Ralph R. Rott. Dr. Terrell brought greet- 
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ings in behalf of the State Convention and invited everyone to the 
Connecticut Baptist Convention which was to be held in Bridgeport, 
October 15th through the 17th, 1958. The theme of the Convention is 
“The Gospel In Trust” Dr. Terrell introduced his assisting speakers who 
spoke briefly of their work. Mrs. Harley Nelson brought greetings from 
and a wonderful report of the Pierce Memorial Baptist Home. She re- 
portix^l that we have nine members from our Association in the Home 
and asked for prayers so that the work may go forward and expand to 
accommodate more of our older folks Rev. M. Edward Clark reported on 
Youth Work and future plans concerning the Christian Education Dept, 
of the State Convention. He also spoke on the wonderful progress at 
Camp Wightman.

Minutes 

The 187th Annual Meeting of the Stonington Union Association 
in conjunction with the New London Association was held Sunday, 
September 21, 1958, at the United Church of Stonington. The meeting 
was convened at 3:00 P.M. with the singing of “O Worship the King”, 
followed by devotions led by the Reverend David Bowes, whose topic 
was “Flat Nosed Christians” — Leviticus 21:18. The Reverend Clifford 
Taylor reported on the Baptist Jubilee Advance and on CHEC (Christ- 
ian Higher Education Challenge). This was followed by the presenta- 
tion of new pastors who were welcomed by the Reverend Merle Mason. 
They included — David Bowes, Sterling Hill and Packerville; James Wat- 
son, Quaker Hill; Gene W. Brice, Moosup; Fred Watrous, Jr., Clarks 
Falls; and John H. Zendzian, Jr., Assistant at New London. 

Congregational hymn singing preceded the State Convention period, 
at which time Dr. Wm. Sale Terrell spoke briefly before the reports 
given by the Rev. M. Edward Clark; Mrs. Harley Nelson; Rev. Major 
L. Johnson; and Rev. Ralph R. Rott. After a short recess the associa- 
tions separated for their individual business meetings. 

The Reverend Wade Hiltabidel, Moderator for the Stonington 
Union Association, opened the business meeting with prayer. The clerk 
read the minutes for 1957. The treasurer’s report was read by Mr. Hil- 
tabidel in the Treasurer’s absence, and showed a 1957 balance of $175.61; 
cash received in 1958 $88.19; cash disbursements $73.50; current balance 
of cash on hand and in the savings bank $163.11. These reports were 
accepted as read. Mr. Charles O. Ryon, Treasurer of the Widows’ Fund, 
reported a balance of $6207.89 plus accrued interest. A discussion fol- 
lowed as to whether or not a portion of this sizable amount could be ap- 
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plied to some other worthy purpose. A motion was made and carried 
that the Moderator appoint a committee for the purpose of studying 
this phase of the Widows’ Fund and present their findings at the next 
meeting. The Auditor reported the books had been reviewed and found 
to be correct. A total of ten church letters were then read. 

Under old business was the matter of the withdrawal of the Groton 
Heights Church from the Association. In view of the time elapsed since 
their letter was received, and the fact that no steps had been taken in 
this direction, it was agreed not to pursue the matter further. There 
was no report on the possible merger of the two associations. A motion 
was made that a committee be appointed to meet with a similar group 
from the New London Association for the purpose of studying the pro- 
posed merger of the two associations. Motion carried. This was followed 
by a motion, duly seconded, that the committee be instructed to poll 
the churches on this issue. It was also moved that the Stonington Urdon 
and New London Associations meet jointly in 1959. Motion carried. 

Mrs. A. Ashby Anderson, Chairman of the Christian Education 
Committee, reported much activity with two demonstration schools 
scheduled — one for November 9th at Jewett City, and the other on 
November 16th at Poquonnock Bridge.

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PERMANENT COUNCIL

The Permanent Council of nine members is appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Convention in consultation with the Executive Secretary. 
Three members are appointed annually to serve a three year term. 

The Permanent Council serves a three-fold purpose within the 
Convention, namely: 

(1) To assist in the maintenance of the standards and procedures 
for ordination as set forth in the By-Laws of the Convention; 

(2) To offer counsel in matters pertaining to the relationship of 
pastors to their congregation, and the relationship of the 
local church to the Association and the larger Convention 
family; 

(3) To serve as a Committee on Grants from the Ministers and 
Missionaries Benefit Board. 


Summary of Activity for the year: The Council has functioned in 
all three areas of its prescribed work during the last fiscal period. Four 
formal meetings of the Council were held during the year with an aver- 
age attendance of six. Beyond regularly scheduled meetings certain 
members of the Council have responded to many calls for counsel and 
guidance within the scope of Coimcil work. According to accepted pro- 
cedures as set forth by the Convention, the Permanent Council was con- 
sulted in the ordination of Gilbert Hellwig, First Baptist Church, Strat- 
ford and John H. Zendzian, Jr., First Baptist Church, New London. 
Counsel has likewise been offered to Major L. Johnson, Jr. in connection 
with anticipated ordination in December 1958. A procedure for the 
granting of a License to preach was presented to another church. 


As in years past, the Council has checked, certified and forwarded 
to the Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board applications for grants 
on behalf of deserving members of our Connecticut Baptist family. 

A great deal of the work performed by the Permanent Council is 
of a confidential nature and must be kept so. The members of the 
Council trust that they have performed their work well during this Con- 
vention year and in keeping with Convention policies. A Course of Study 
is now being formulated which will help a candidate for ordination ful- 
fill the requirements for ordination as set forth by the Convention.

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ORDINATION 


Standards of Ordination 

The minister’s Council will endeavor to maintain the following 
standards for ordination: 

1. The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the Church 
which ordains: 

2. The call for a council of ordination shall be on the r^ommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Ministerial Standing of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention and shall be sent to all of the churches of its association. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be: 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

b. Or, standard theological studies with graduation besides 
two years of college study. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the educational prep- 
aration listed above, his ordination shall not be granted imtil he has 
completed at least a two years course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination shall have completed his course of 
studies and shall be either a pastor or pastor-elect or under appoint- 
ment for Missionary or religious work. 

6. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining council 
by being able to give clear convictions of truth upon subjects kindred to 
God; the Person of Christ; the work of the Holy Spirit; the church and 
its ordinances; world wide missions; and by giving evidence of the im- 
plications of these truths in their relationship to the life of the individual, 
the life of the church, and the life of the world. 


Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a 
meeting of the candidate with the examining committee of the Associa- 
tion Permanent Council and makes contact with the State Perrnanent 
Council, forwarding full data as to the qualifications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the 
Association Permanent Council after it has advised the State Council, 
the church calls said council through its moderator to asssemble as a 
council of examining for ordination. 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President 
and General Secretary of the Convention, the State Permanent Council, 
and such other guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should 
not be set until after the council of examination has recommended that 
the church proceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is an Association Permanent Council the church 
of which the candidate is a member should present the candidate to the 
State Permanent Council for examination and upon its recommendation 
proceed to call a coimcil of examination for ordination. Invitations to 
the council should be issued as in Sec, 3, above.
